CORAL REEFS. 


They Cannot Form tn the Line of a 
Fresh Water Flow. 

Coral reefs surround many of the is- 
lands in the Pacific. They protect the 
lowlands from the washing of the 
waves, and the still waters inclosed by 
them are the only harbors of refuge 
for ships. The reefs themselves fur- 
nish the greatest peril to navigation, 
and if there were no inlet through 
which a vessel could enter their pro- 
tected circle they would be a danger 
and nothing else. 

But almost every reef has such an in- 
let. It is a necesshry result of the laws 
ander which the forces of nature work. 
To understand this we must see how 
these reefs are formed. 

Chemically the reef cora)s are almost 
pure carbonate of lime, the substance 
of ordinary limestone and marble. The 
teef grows as the shell of the oyster 
or of any other shellfish grows. It ts 
Itself the common and undivided shell 
of innumerable polypi, or minute in- 
sects, which are being reproduced and 
are dying in successive generations. 

These tiny beings get all their living 


from the waters of the sea. It is from’ 


this source also that they derive the 
salts of lime from which they secrete 
the. bony structure that remains after 
the animal is dead. 

The coral polypi cannot live in fresh 
water. Their food supply is brought 
to them by the waves and currents of 
the sea. As a result, it is found that 
directly opposite the mouth of a stream 
from the island the reef does not grow. 
There will be the inlet to the inclosed 
waters.—Harper’s Weekly. 


The Matches We Burn, 

It has been estimated that for each 
minute of time the civilized nations of 
the world strike 8,000,000 matches. 
This is said to be the average for every 
minute of the twenty-four hours of the 
day. Fifteen hundred billion is the 
number for the entire year, and those 
persons who live under the American 
flag are charged witb the consumption 
of one-half of this amount. Small and 
insignificant as it is, the match de 
mands as much attention in the choice 
of woods involved as any other forest 
product. Only the choicest portions of 
the best trees are suitable. Supwood 
and knotty or cross grained wood will 
not do. Instead of being a byproduct 
the little match is turned out in wills 
where the byproducts are bulky ob- 
jects like doors, sash, shingles, sidings. 
posts and cordwood. The piues, lin- 
den, aspen, white cedar, poplar, birch 
and willow are the most suitable mutch 
Umbers.—Chicago News.

has given rise to the mistaken idea 
that a snake covers its prey with sa- 
liva prior to swallowing it. No doubt 
a considerable quantity of saliva is 
generated during the process of de- 
glutition, but it does not come from 
the tongue, which is merely used as 
a feeler. 

When a snake bites it bisects its 
head up to the nape of its neck and 
opens its jaws till they are in the 
same plane—i.¢,, at right angles to 
the body. These jaws are provided 
with six rows of strong, sharp teeth, 
four on the upper jaw and two on 
the lower jaw. 

his is a very formidable arrange- 
ment, but when you remember that 
a medium sized constrictor can pro- 
ect ita head with sufficient force to 
nock a man off his feet and will 
either on provocation or sometimes 
without it let go his catapult, rat trap 
machinery you are likely to avoid con- 
strictors so far as is possible. Such a 
snake can take hold of a man and 
shake him or strip the skin and flesh 
from the part seized as if it were 
paper. 


The First Cigarette. 


Before the discovery of America the 
old world had never imagined tobacco 
and its delights. Christopher Colum- 
bus and his followers were the first 
from the eastern hemisphere to see 
men smoking. When they landed on 
Cot. 12, 1492, on the island to which 
he gave the name of San Salvador 
they beheld, to their astonishment, a 
group of natives sitting on the shore 
pufiing clouds of zmoke from their 
ips and nostrils. On closer inspec- 
tion it was found that the dried leaves 
of some herb were wrapped in the 
leaves of the maize or corn plant and 
formed into cylindrical rolls, one end 
of which was put into the mouth, the 
other kindled and the smoke was 
drawn in and puffed out again. 

In short, the Indians were smoking 
cigarettes.

THE ADOPTION DANCE. ™| 


Curious Ceremonial of Taking a Child 
Into a Shawnee Tribe. 

The adoption dance is one of the 
ceremonial dances of the Shawnees. 
This is quite different from any one 
of the festive dances. They come 
many miles around and camp. Their 
faces are painted and their persons 
decorated with beads. 

They dance all day and night with- 
out eating. A bonfire is built in the 
center of the camp, and they dance 
around this. The fire is kept burning. 
about the same all the time. This 
serves also as their light. 

The adoption dance is rather quiet, 
more so than the other dances, The 
women do most of the singing, says 
a writer ip the Red Man, and sing 
very low. They dance around the cir- 
cle in twos, The men dance together 
in front-and the women together in 
the rear. 

The two leaders in front are usually 
the ones ‘who are adopting the child. 
They carry tip pails. In these are 
rubber balls, which bounce and keep 
time with the drummer, This Is all 
the music they have to dance by. If 
a large crowd is assembled they may 
have two or three drums. . 

At these dances good order Is kept. 
No drunkenness js allowed. The dance 
is ip a grove, and if any one does not 
behave decently they tie him to a tree 
for the rest of the dance. After the 
dance they bave a.great feast, which 
lasts all day, and visitors and ali oth- 
ers who attend the dance are invited 
to partake 7¢- 

Saueen Ants, 

The queen ant has apparently not 
had justice done to her by baturalists. 
Dr. W. M. Wheeler’s view is that by 
compurison with the queen bee the 
queen unt is by far the more admirable 
creature. In many important respects 
they are diametrically opposite. The 
queen bee is, it is pointed out, a de- 
geperate creature, unable to nourish 
either berself or ber young, to visit 
flowers, to build combs or to store 
them witb honey. Witb the queen ant 
quite the reverse is the case. She is 
held to be a perfect exemplar and em- 
bodiment of her species, and the work- 
er ants suffer from incomplete and re- 
tarded development, The queen ant is 
a very industrious and intelligent 
worker.
